ARCHITECTURE VERSUS INTERIOR DESIGN 


When we think of the ultimate in building we must think in terms of architecture and its pro- 
fessional practitioner, the architect. Likewise when we think of the ultimate in the furnishings for 
an interior we must think in terms of interior design and decoration and its professional practi- 
tioner, the interior designer. 

Architecture rates high among the professions. The schools of architecture in our leading col- 
leges and universities are on a par with those of law and medicine. A careful perusal of the 
courses of study of the leading schools of architecture indicates clearly the technical training re- 
quired for one to obtain a degree in architecture. But there is nothing in these courses that would 
possibly indicate training for interior-designing-decorating. Yet there are many architects—too 
many, in fact—who feel that they are capable of and should also do the interior designing and 
decorating of the interior spaces within the shelter that they have created. The basis for this 
thinking is that the interior of the buildings should be in harmony with the architectural concept, 
and there is validity to this concept if viewed in the proper perspective. 

But too large a number of architects seem unwilling to admit that by training they are unable 
to achieve the same excellence in results in interior design-decoration as they do in architecture. 
They see architecture as an end in itself instead of a means to an important end. The only reason 
for any kind of building except the monumental is shelter for living or working or commerce. 
This is the end use of architecture, and architecture remains a means to an end. 

The architect must admit that a contractor can build a house which will give good service as 
shelter, and that an engineering firm can build an office building or a hotel—but will it be archi- 
tecture? Will it meet the standards of the architectural profession? The answer is no in most 
instances, as such a building will be lacking in artistry as well as in certain functional aspects and 
the best use of materials. Nevertheless it will render service, it will be safe. In a word, it will be 
a building but it will not be architecture. 

The do-it-yourself concept in interior furnishings has prevailed much longer than in the field 
of building. There was a lapse of 75 years between the founding of the American Institute of 
Architects and that of the American Institute of Decorators. 

The strong desire on the part of the architect to control the interior work has led many archi- 
tects to hire experienced interior design and decoration talent as permanent members of their staff, 
thereby making the interior designer a captive of the firm. The interior designer should not be a 
captive; he should be completely independent if he is to do his best work. 

The American Institute of Architects takes a dim view of the architect who becomes a captive 
of any nonarchitectural organization, yet the architect is willing to make the interior designer a 
captive although his code of ethics prohibits him from making captives of contractors and sub- 
contractors. 

There are fine examples on record where the architect and the independent interior designer- 
decorator have worked together as a team to the great advantage and satisfaction of the client. 
The architect has an obligation to promote this type of professional collaboration. Indeed the 
scarcity of interior design talent in the eyes of the architect is within the scope of the architectural 
profession to correct. 

The American Institute of Architects could be a great influence on the colleges and universities 
in this country in the development of adequate courses for the training of interior designers and 
decorators. At the present time the entire burden of education of the interior designer is being 
carried by the American Institute of Decorators. There should be a joint educational committee 
made up of members of the American Institute of Decorators and the American Institute of 
Architects for the sole purpose of outlining a course of study assuring adequate training for the 
interior designer of the future. Then the influence of this joint committee should prevail upon 
our colleges and universities to make room in their curriculum for such a course of study. 

At the present time the architectural profession is divided into three schools of thought: those 
who recognize that interior work requires a highly trained specialist and are eager to seek out the 
independent interior designer and collaborate with him from the inception of the plans; those 
who recognize the importance of the talent and make a captive out of the professional so that he 
is under complete domination and control of the architectural firm; and those architects who, in 
spite of their lack of training in the field of interior designer and decorating, attempt to do the 
work themselves. 

We hope that the first group will grow in numbers. The second group has a real problem, as 
no architectural firm can operate an interior design department on a standard architectural-fee 
basis. And the third group is doing a disservice to the architectural profession when it attempts 
without proper training and experience to usurp the prerogatives of an allied profession, and by 
so doing force on an unsuspecting public an inferior result—especially when its code of ethics 
makes it mandatory that it protect the best interests of the client. 

The architect must realize that we live in an age of specialization. He must face the fact that 
designing and decorating interior spaces is not just a matter of good taste. He must realize the 
highly specialized training and experience necessary to complete a fine interior. He must also 
realize that he has an obligation to his client to recommend the finest talent possible to do the 


interior work. 
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Beauty on a Budget 


A young couple who felt cramped in their small subur- 
ban ranch house discovered that inspired redecoration 
can defy the laws of mathematics. The dimensions of 
each room were the same before and after Isabel Bar- 
ringer, A.I.D., went to work on them; but new fabrics, 
used to deceive the eye, and new slim furniture, stra- 
tegically placed, expanded the rooms both in looks and 
living area. Nor was the feeling of cramped space the 
only problem to contend with: three active children in 
the family meant that all materials used had to be easy 
to clean and as accident-proof as possible. The selection 
of furnishings proves that practicality and beauty can 
go hand in hand. This is apparent from the entrance to 
the house where the front door, worn from years of 
rough treatment, is covered in bright turquoise, heavy-

holstery nails. In the small foyer, walls are visually ex- 
panded by a large mural of tall trees and foliage printed 
on silk-textured vinyl fabric wall covering in pale blue, 
the design carried over a closet door camouflaging an 
otherwise commonplace entrance. Vinyl fabrics are also 
used on walls in the other rooms: in pale aquamarine 
with a linen-like texture for the living room and dining 
area; a cocoa brown grasscloth pattern on one wall and 
ceiling, contrasted with airy yellow on the other walls 
for the master bedroom, again creating the illusion of 
greater space; yellow in the son’s room; bright pink in 
a bedroom shared by two little girls. Floor coverings are 
of Avisco yarns—for easy cleaning at home; and furni- 
ture surfaces have mar-proof finishes.

Henry End, interior designer of the brand-new $11,- 
000,000 Dupont Plaza Center in Miami, has added his 
most outstanding achievement to an already long list of 
installations. Architects of the building were Frank 
Shuflin and the late John Peterson; James P. Hartig was 
Mr. End’s associate designer. 

Nucleus of the Center, which includes office space for 
175 firms and the Architects International Bureau with 
seven floors of display rooms, is the 12-story Dupont 
Tarleton Hotel. It is bound to be Florida’s biggest entry 
in the 1958 hotel sweepstakes. Proudly toasted by its 
able managers Albert and Walter Jacobs as the “world’s 
most beautiful commercial hotel”, the Dupont Tarleton 
comes as close to being just that as any recent hotel can 
claim. For designer End, whose numerous hotel and 
restaurant interiors are familiar to readers of INTERIOR 
DEsIGN, has imbued the hotel with a feeling of grandeur 
and colorful harmony without resorting to the weirdly 
spectacular and gaudy devices common to many of the 
newer hotels. 

In the lobby, for example, where decoration is often 
overdone, the feeling is one of understatement rather 
than exaggeration, yet there is no loss of glamor or eye 
appeal. Furnishings, most of which were designed by 
Mr. End, are large in scale, keyed to the imposing two- 
story architecture. An open mezzanine extends over part 
of this area adding to the dramatic effect, and a glass- 
enclosed wall on one side overlooks the swimming pool 
and boat dock. Seating groups are defined by handwoven 
area rugs or ceramic tile inserts in bright tones of chrome 
yellow and orange as a contrast to the neutral-toned 
terrazzo flooring and abundant use of white—in the 
background of the sheer curtains, upholstery and balus- 
trade across the mezzanine. A large column which runs 


the full height of the lobby is given decorative emphasis 


with specially designed imported Italian tiles which echo 
the colors of the room. 

A similar restraint is evident in the suites and guest 
rooms. For the 300 guest rooms, three color schemes 
were selected: black and white carpet, upholstery and 
three white walls appear in each room with change of 
pace in the headboard walls and drapery fabrics which 
are mustard, aquamarine or leaf green. An unusual 
feature is the installation of light controls in each room 
so that guests can adjust lighting from full brightness 
to complete darkness by turning a knob. 

The hotel is geared to serve a two-fold purpose: for 
the vacationist every comfort and convenience is pro- 
vided: thirteen dining rooms offering the widest possible 
choice of cuisine; a swimming pool surrounded by a 
Cabana Club, bar and restaurant, faces an 800-foot Yacht 
Anchorage in Biscayne Bay with facilities for servicing 
300 yachts. The Dupont Tarleton is also designed for 
conventions and meetings, both large and small. The 
Sky Room on the 14th floor, for example, has a meeting 
capacity of 1,000, is equipped to handle sixty 8 x 10’ 
exhibits, has a large dance floor and stage, and can serve 
700 from the adjacent kitchen. The glass-enclosed Cloud 
Cafe on the same floor provides similar facilities and 
features a novel “Captain’s Walk” looking out over the 
bay. Thus the visiting business man has all the advantages 
of a commercial hotel, and a resort hotel. 

In designing and furnishing an installation of this 
scope, there are obviously many suppliers and manufac- 
turers involved. To expedite and coordinate the orders, 
all furnishings were purchased through the contract 
supply firm of Straus-Duparquet thus relieving End and 
his staff from many of the routine details and enabling 
him to concentrate on the creative planning. The results 
not only saved time and considerable money but often 
resulted in obtaining a better designed product.

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Terrazzo in Design 


Terrazzo, an ancient yet modern material, is of interest 
to the interior designer for several reasons: from an 
aesthetic viewpoint it has both unlimited design possi- 
bilities and, perhaps equally important, the quality of 
design integrity; in application its installation cost can 
be reduced—particularly for residential use—by bonding 
of a thin layer of terrazzo to an underbed of concrete. 
This form is called monolithic terrazzo, and, as such, is 
being given widespread use in houses, particularly in 
the southeast and far western sections of the nation. From 
the viewpoint of durability and ease of maintenance ter- 
razzo is probably unparalleled. Aesthetically the ma- 
terial provides warmth; and economically it withstands 
great abuse with little maintenance. 

In the skillfully executed lobby of the “gold” skyscraper 
in New York, newest office building by Architects Sylvan 
and Robert Bien, the interior designers, Raymond Loewy 
Corporation, produced subtle harmonies in metal and 
stone which are reflected in the sheen of a dove gray and 
white terrazzo floor, And when Paul Laszlo, California 
interior designer, planned his own house, he specified an 
indoor-outdoor patio and pool area floored in salt-and- 
pepper terrazzo. In both instances it is intriguing to 
note the interplay of texture and color provided. 

Interior Designer Raymond Loewy brought into the 
building reminders of the gold metallic facade through 
the use of brush-bronze facings for free-standing columns, 
and interior wall materials are sculptured ceramic tile 
and marble. Chinese vermilion screens in a ceramic 
finish add a dramatic note, the whole glowing softly in 
the polished surface of terrazzo interlaid with white 
plastic and bronze strips, 

Interior Designer Paul Laszlo’s pool terrace utilizes the 
speckled expanse of terrazzo to underscore the effect of 
furniture and accessories in black iron with white Nauga- 
hyde, accented by shocking pink and turquoise to echo 
the pool itself. “I ripped out 5,000 square feet of lawn 
area and replaced it with terrazzo,” Laszlo says, “be- 
cause the grass became too soggy and cool around the 
pool toward evening. The terrazzo solved the problem, 


besides creating a great deal more functional space for the 


family as a play, work, dining and living area.” A new 
house installation in Houston, by the same designer, fea- 
tures terrazzo for the entire interior floor area. 

Contemporary use of terrazzo (many installations exist 
in Italy after centuries of use) is made in houses, hotels, 
hospitals, office buildings, shopping centers, swimming 
pools, even sidewalks. It has been precast into orna- 
mental screens, used as interior wall facings for churches, 
and employed in traditional and abstract art designs for 
floors of all types. 

The design possibilities fall into two categories. Ter- 
razzo is a material consisting of marble chips and cement. 
The full color range of marble is available to form any 
conceivable combination of hues, the density of the marble 
content and polishing providing a shading of textures. 
Thus design is unlimited in composition of the material. 
Infinite design possibilities also exist in the installation. 
Terrazzo often is laid in rectangular blocks, divided by 
flush-inserted strips of half-hard brass, white zinc alloy, 
or plastic. However, the strips may be bent and formed, 
and the terrazzo so laid that the divisions may form any 
type of symbol or pattern through contrast in line or 
color. It is of interest to note that terrazzo mechanics 
employed by qualified contractors are almost invariably 
old-world artisans who are brought here from the Mediter- 
ranean to practice their ancient skills in contemporary 
form. An example of traditional design in terrazzo in- 
stallation occurs in the Dallas airport administration 
building, where the floor has laid into its surface a 2,500 
square-foot terrazzo map of the world in shades of 
blue, green, and red. 

What should the interior designer know about the 
material itself and its installation to add to that body of 
information which represents technical competence? A 
comprehensive description of the laying of terrazzo would 
have no place here. Any competent terrazzo contractor 
can provide it. However, since the relatively modern form 
of monolithic terrazzo has especial application for the in- 
terior designer—with the peculiar compatibility of the 
material with radiant heating—this deserves a little ex- 
planation.

Adaptability of terrazzo to graphic designs is 
evident in turquoise, charcoal and gray motif in 
terrazzo floor, by D. Magnan, in dining room of 
Putnam Country Club, Mahopac, N. Y., as designed 
by RF Associates, who specified furniture by 
American Chair, the chairs in fabric matching 
black and turquoise draperies from Anton Maix; 


specially designed brass lighting fixtures from 
Metropolitan Lighting. 











As mentioned already, monolithic terrazzo consists of a 
five-eighths-inch thick layer of the material which is 
bonded to a concrete slab, It may be used indoors or out- 
doors. The bonding action of terrazzo to concrete is 
permanent and it becomes one material—thus the name. 
When the concrete slab is laid directly on the ground, it 
should be at least four inches thick and reinforced with 
wire mesh. Roofing felt, plastic sheeting, or other water- 
resistant material, protects the slab from the earth. In 
areas having an excessive rise of ground water, water- 
proofing is usually applied to the slab itself. The top 
of the slab is broom-finished to provide a slight roughen- 
ing of the surface and form a solid bond with the terrazzo 
topping. Monolithic terrazzo in residential installations 
is often used without divider strips. Panel sizes are as 
large as 10 by 10 feet. The result is a beautiful polished 
surface which actually improves with age, withstands 
almost any amount of abuse, and needs only occasional 
mild soap and water eleaning. 

As a conductor of floor warmth through radiant heat- 
ing, terrazzo has particular use because of the superior 
conductivity of its marble chip and cement composition. 
Unlike other floor types which require special installa- 
tions and precautions when radiant heat is to be used, 
terrazzo may be installed directly over heating coils in 
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accordance with standard specifications. 

Thus, many of our natural, if not to say old materials, 
receive new attention from the designer when new applica- 
tions emerge from technology. This is not to say that 
what is old is necessarily the best. It suggests only that 
there are a few materials in the design and decorating 
spectrum which have proved so useful in the making of 
human environment that, as in the case of terrazzo, they 
satisfy the demands of both traditional and contemporary 
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artists, 





For long gallery overlooking front lawn of con- 
temporary house in Beverly Hills, designer Rex 
Lotery specified a charcoal terrazzo floor, by 
Corrodini & Sons, complementing living room 
with custom-made furniture by Guy Moore in 
monochromatic black, gray and white color scheme, 
the accessories in shocking pink and electric blue. 
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In house by architect William S. Beckett, in Downey, California, the living room area 
and furniture, as designed by interior designer Jane Cavitt, A..I.D., has pink-beige 
terrazzo floor, by Venetian Terrazzo & Mosaic Co., to underscore decorative scheme 
including oyster-white walls and pastel tones of strawberry pink and blue green; 
Schumacher fabric on sofas, Boris Kroll fabric on chairs; natural English linen 
curtains from Odenheimer & Baker; antique lighting fixture from Teresa McLaughlin. 











Too many playhouses in America are bare and formal 


and stiff, more like motion picture theatres in their in- 
terior design. This concept of decoration, writes Violet 
Welles in Playbill, the weekly magazine for theatregoers, 
is fine for motion picture houses where one comes in in 
the dark, sits in the dark and leaves in the dark; but in 
the theatre, one rightfully expects more aesthetic appeal. 

On Broadway the most elegant addition in thirty years 
is the new Lunt-Fontanne Theatre which opened in May 
with Lynn Fontanne and Alfred Lunt in Maurice 
Valency’s “The Visit,” from a story by Duerrenmatt. 

The theatre was first built as a legitimate playhouse in 
1910, playing host to such stars as Sarah Bernhardt, Will 
Rogers, Fanny Brice, Clifton Webb, and Fred and Adele 
Astaire, then converted into a movie theatre in 1932. In 
June of last year the Producers’ Theatre, headed by 
Robert Dowling,. Roger Stevens and Robert Whitehead, 
acquired the property and, with the assistance of theatre 


architect John J. McNamara, began remodeling the in- 


terior with the latest theatre innovations. 


Joseph Mazza, photograph, 
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The bronze marquee of the theatre measures 120 feet 
in length and 14 feet in width and is equipped with radi- 
ant heaters for inclement weather and air conditioners 
for the warmer seasons. It is fitted with a plexiglas 
pelmet to enable patrons and passersby to see the hand- 
some Italian Renaissance facade of the theatre when it is 
floodlighted. The sidewalk and the floor of the entrance 
foyer leading to the auditorium are given style by terrazza 
patterned in a black and white diamond design. Initial 
décor consultant for the theatre was Robert Samuels, of 
French & Co., who supplied the colored renderings. 

The actual interior design, by consulting interior de- 
signer Arthur Boys, follows the baroque style of decora- 
tive treatment, with a monochromatic color scheme pre- 
dominantly French blue for the walls, the seats up- 
holstered in silk and rayon damask, and the dark blue 
carpet covering the floors of the entire theatre with a 
baroque design in lighter blue. The walls are dramatized 
with panels outlined with gilt moldings and emphasized 
by crystal appliques, the scintillating crystal note

Design is the foundation from which any new prod- 
uct must originate. It has been the keynote in the con- 
struction of the many ultramodern office buildings re- 
cently built, and still being built, across the country. De- 
sign has been achieved in these buildings through the 
artistic use of steel, aluminum, glass and wood. In 
much the same way General Fireproofing Company has 
achieved the ultimate in office living through a similar 
use of design utilizing numerous materials, with one 
complementing the other.

reiterated in a series of Louis XV chandeliers. A ceiling 
mural by artist Edward Melcarth, measuring 100 feet 
long and 100 feet wide, is composed of 70 canvas sections 
joined to form an overall canopy depicting the Muses in 
flowing robes cavorting with cherubs against a sky of 
billowy clouds. 

A classic one-flight staircase, leading to the mezzanine 
from the orchestra floor, is covered in the aforementioned 
rocaille floral pattern carpet, the enclosed stairway balus- 
trade of black wrought iron completed by a gleaming 
brass handrail. 

The total seating capacity is 1401, with the orchestra 
seating 785, the mezzanine 180 in the loge and 436 in 
the upper mezzanine. Smoking is permitted in the new 
mezzanine during performances, breaking an old policy. 
Bérgére royale, or divan, seats upholstered in blue silk 
damask have been custom-designed for the first twelve 
rows of the orchestra. The first five rows of the mezzanine 
constitute the loge, elegantly furnished with custom-made 
seats also upholstered in the same blue silk damask found 
in the orchestra, and fitted with footrests and cushions. 
Contrary to tradition the best and more expensive seats 
are located here in the loge, as they originally were in the 
early theatres. The upper mezzanine and orchestra, 
afiording perfect sightlines from every angle, are scaled 
at a lower price. All seats are equipped with “on stage” 
glasses for close viewing, a continental idea never before 
used in America. 

Located behind the mezzanine section is the Promen- 
ade, 88 feet long and 27 feet wide, an interesting back- 
ground for a well-recessed refreshment bar and check- 
room. This handsomely decorated room in Venetian 
baroque style, the most distinguished part of the theatre, 
was designed by Arthur Boys, consulting interior de- 
signer and an authority on 18th century architecture and 
décor. It is painted yellow, and incorporates exotic palm 
trees in stucco, burnished with silver and gilt, and three 
brilliant panoramic murals, by artist Cosmo de Salvo, 
depicting with elegance three famous theatre scenes: the 
Park Theatre, showing its 1821 version of Shakespeare’s 
Richard III on stage, the first theatre in New York; the 
Bolshoi Theatre of the Ballet in St. Petersburg, with a 
performance in progress of Les Sylphides; and the Opera 
of the Chateau de Versailles in 1770, with a presentation 
of Le Roi Soleil. 

One of the unique innovations includes two audi- 
toriums for the one stage. Whereas the traditional 
theatre is usually constructed with two high level bal- 
conies set against the rear of the house, the Lunt-Fon- 
tanne features a single cantilevered mezzanine designed 
to bring the upstairs audience closer to the players for 


intimate dramatic productions as well as big musicals.

This concept of two auditoriums on separate levels, 
almost doubles the number of the audience who may sit 


| closer to the stage. In addition, the mezzanine and loge 


seats are easily accessible from a crossover aisle which 


| cuts through the middle of the mezzanine, instead of at 


the top of each balcony as in the average theatre, so that 


the theatregoers do not have to climb up more than a 


step or two to go down to first rows of seats in the 
mezzanine. 

The stage measures 34 feet and 70 feet wide, flanked 
by spacious wing areas; and there is a storage area for 
scenery above the orchestra auditorium measuring 16 
feet wide, 50 feet long and 40 feet high. The proscenium 
arch, measuring 30 feet high from base to crown and 
running 49 feet from border to border, is framed by a 
stationary drapery of blue and gold in wood and plaster, 
designed by Henri Samuel of the Paris office of Alavoine 
& Co., and executed by Serge Cinquini. The main cur- 
tain by Kaj Velden, specially designed and made for the 
theatre, is made of French blue silk and rayon and en- 
riches the beauty of the stage. Backstage there are 
twelve air-conditioned dressing rooms and nine baths, 
with their color schemes and other décor harmonizing 
with that of the auditorium, resulting in one of the most 
important and best equipped theatres—from the view- 
point of both layout and décor—in America today.
